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PREFACE.

Days of Obligation. 

THE Circumcision of Our Lord. The Epiphany. 
The Annunciation of the Blessed Virgin. -The Ascen- 
sion. ^Corpus Christi, or the Feast of the Blessed Sac- 
rament. The Assumption of the Blessed Virgin. All 
Saints.- The Nativity of our Lord. 

Sundays, and the feasts tvhich fall on them, are not 
Included in this enumeration* 

In the dioceses of New Orleans, St. Louis> Mobile, 
Vincennes, Dubuque, Little Rock and Chicago, the Cir- 
cumcision, Epiphany, Annunciation and Corpus Christi 
are not festivals of obligation. 

Fasting Days. 

Fridays in Advent. Every day in Lent, Sundays ex- 
cepted. The Ember days, which occur four times in 
the year, viz.j the Wednesdays, Fridays and Saturdays: 
1. Immediately after the first Sunday in Lent ; 2. In 
"Whitsun Week; 3. Immediately after the 14th of Sep- 
tember ; 4. Immediately after the third Sunday of Ad- 
Vent. ' The Vigils of Whit-Sunday, of the Assumption, 
of all Saints, and of Christmas. 

When a fasting day falls upon a Sunday, it is kept on

the Saturday preceding that Sunday. All who have 
completed their twenty-first year are obliged to observe 
the fasts of the Church, unless exempted for some legiti- 
mate cause. 

In the before-mentioned Western dioceses the Friday 
of the Ember-days is the only Friday in Advent on 
which there is an obligation to fast. 

Days of Abstinence. 

All Fridays. If Christmas day fall upon a Friday* 
abstinence is not of obligation. 

NOTE. When a fasting-day falls upon a Sunday, it is 
kept on the Saturday preceding that Sunday. All who 
have completed their twenty-first year are obliged to 
observe the fasts of the Church, unless exempted for 
some legitimate cause. A day of abstinence is that on 
which we are not allowed to eat. flesh-meat. All who 
have attained the age of reason are obliged to observe 
the abstinence commanded by the Church. Abstinence 
on Saturday has been dispensed with for the faithful of 
the United States. 



LAY BAPTISM. 



PROVIDED an infant is in danger of dying before a 
Priest can be procured, any other person, whether man, 
woman, or child, may baptize it in the following manner : 

Whilst pouring common water on the head or face of 
the infant, pronounce the words: I baptize thee in the 
name of the Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy 
Ghost. Amen. 

The same may be said of an adult, in danger of death; 
any one may baptize him or her, provided he or she have 
the necessary dispositions. The case is, however, rare. 



SOME NECESSARY TKTJTHS. 

AMONG the truths which faith teaches us, there are 
several which all ought to know and to believe ex- 
plicitly, viz : The existence of one God, the mystery of 
the Holy Trinity, the. mystery of the Redemption of 
Mankind by the incarnation and death of Jesus Christ, 
and the future state of reward and punishment. 

There are things which every Catholic is also bound 
to know, either by the express command of God, or of 
the Church. These things are : 1. The three most ordi- 
nary Christian prayers, viz., the Lord's Prayer, the Hail 
Mary, and the Apostles' Creed ; and also at least in sub- 
stance, 2. The Commandments of God; 3. The Pre- 
cepts of the Church ; 4. The doctrine of the Sacraments, 
and especially of these three, which are necessary to 
every one, namely, Baptism, Penance, and the Holy 
Eucharist; 5.

It is a mortal sin for a Christian to be ignorant 
of these things, if it be through his own wilfulness or

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THERE is scarcely any duty of greater importance in 
religion than to receive the Sacrament of Penance with 
the necessary dispositions. Penance is as indispensably 
requisite for those who hare fallen into sin after baptism 
as baptism itself is for such as have never been baptized. 
It is a second plank after the shipwreck of sin, without 
which the sinner must inevitably perish. But then it is 
to be observed that this sacrament must be received with 
the necessary dispositions. The cleansing of the bap- 
tismal robe and restoring it to its original purity is not 
to be effected without much labor and application. It 
would be absurd to imagine that the unchangeable jus- 
tice of God, which could not be satisfied but by the suf- 
ferings of Jesus Christ, and which, notwithstanding 
these sufferings, doth still condemn to eternal torments 
the unrepenting' sinner; it would be absurd, I say, to 
imagine that his justice should now be appeased? by a 
superficial or outward compliance with this duty, accom- 
panied perhaps with insincerity, gross negligence, or a 
fixed adherence to mortal sin, and therefore destitute of 
real sorrow, change of heart, and a firm purpose of 
amendment. The enormity of sin is the same at this 
day as it ever was ; it is as unchangeable as God him- 
self, because it is essentially a rebellion against him, a 
breach of his law, an insult offered to his eternal majesty, 

(51) 
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and consequently not more remissible at present in the 
Sacrament of Penance than at the earliest periods of 
Christianity, when the severest discipline prevailed and 
the fervor of primitive penitents was so ardent. Hence, 
that this merciful institution may never be frustrated of 
its end, and in order that the sinner may always obtain 
by it the pardon of his offences, we must strictly fulfill 
these five following conditions : 

1. An examination of conscience, that we may Jmow 
all our sins. 

2. A he?.rt-felt sorrow for having committed them. 

3. A firm resolution never to commit them again. 

4. A candid and humble confession of them to a priest 
empowered to absolve us. 

5. A desire or intention of satisfying God, and our 
ne : ghbor also, if injured. 

Prayers Before the Examination of 
Conscience. 

Beg of God to make your sins known to yon, and to 
give you a true sense of their malice. Prostrate your- 
self, in spirit, at the feet of your Eedeemer, as Magda- 
len'did when she washed them with her tears; or imagine 
yourself on Mount Calvary, and there, beneath his 
cross, pour forth your prayers to him, resolving to acquit 
yourself of this confession, as if it were to be your last. 

Holy Spirit, Eternal Source of Light, 
mercifully vouchsafe to enlighten the dark- 
ness of iny understanding, that I may 
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clearly perceive the true state of my con- 
science. Thou who hast created me, and 
art to be my judge, dost fully behold the 
most secret recesses of my heart; shew 
me now, therefore, my sins in as conspic- 
uous a manner as I shall behold them 
when on the point of appearing at thy 
tremendous tribunal. My object at pres- 
ent is to prevent the rigorous account I 
must there give of all my thoughts, words 
and actions ; for were I now deficient in 
that sincere exactness which is necessary 
in the examination and confession of my 
sins, thou wouldst infallibly correct, at thy 
unerring tribunal, the injustice and ini- 
quity of such a proceeding. Discover, 
then, to me, my God ! all those secret 
thoughts, irregular desires, criminal words 
and actions, or omissions of my duty, by 
which I may have violated thy sacred 
laws or scandalized my neighbor. do 
not permit self-love to seduce and blind 
me, but rather remove the veil if placed 
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before my eyes, that, beholding the true 
state of my interior, I may make an hum- 
ble and sincere confession of my sins to 
thy minister. 

I desire, like the prodigal child, to enter 
seriously into myself, and without delay 
to forsake my evil ways, in which I have 
been wearied out in the pursuit of empty 
toys and mere shadows, seeking in vain 
to satisfy my thirst with muddy waters 
and my hunger with the husks of swine. 
I ardently desire to return to thee, 
Fountain of Life ! But, my God, though 
I can go astray from thee fast enough 
when left to myself, yet I cannot make one 
step towards returning to thee unless thy 
divine grace stir me up and assist me. 
This grace, then, I most humbly implore, 
prostrate in spirit before the throne of 
thy mercy. I beg it for the sake of Jesus 
Christ, my Redeemer, who died upon the 
cross for me and for all sinners. Thou 
hast said : " There is joy in heaven for 
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one sinner that does penance" Give me 
now the grace of true repentance, and let 
heaven rejoice at my conversion. Assist 
me in this great work by thy heavenly 
light, in order that I may discover all my 
imperfections, see all my sins in their true 
colors, and sincerely detest and confess 
them. I know thou desirest not the death 
of a sinner, but rather that he be con- 
verted and live. I know that thy mercies 
are above all thy works, and I most confi- 
dently hope that as in thy mercy thou 
hast spared me so long and hast now given 
me this desire of returning to thee, so 
thou wilt finish the work that thou hast 
begun by assisting me in every part of 
my preparation for it, and bringing me to 
a perfect reconciliation with thee. 



Examine yourself attentively, not only on the sins you 
have committed since your last confession, but also on 
the faults you may have committed in making it; but 
beware of scrupulosity or anxiety, for in this examina- 
tion it is only necessary that you should use such a 
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moral diligence as any temporal concern, might require, 
where it is neither your intention nor your interest to be 
deceived. For this purpose calmly recollect on the dif- 
ferent occasions of sin which have since fallen in your 
way or to which your state and condition of life exposes 
yon, the places you have frequented, the persons you 
have conversed with, etc.; in the doing of which the 
following table of sins will greatly assist you. ; 

An Examination of Conscience. 

For those who confess their sins regularly and frequently, ac- 
cording to the threefold duty we owe to God, to our neighbor, 
and to ourselves. 

I. iy RELATION TO GOD. 

1. Have you omitted morning or evening prayer, or 
neglected to make your daily examination of conscience ? 
Have you prayed negligently and with willful distrac- 
tions ? 

2. Have you been negligent in the discharge of any 
of your religious duties ? Have you taken care that 
those under your charge have not wanted the instruc- 
tions necessary for their condition, nor time for prayer 
or to prepare for the sacraments ? 

3. Have you spoken irreverently of God and holy 
things? Have you taken his name in vain or told un- 
truths? 

4 Have you omitted your duty through human re- 
spect or interest, etc. ? 

5. Have you been zealous for God's honor, for justice, 
virtue and truth, and reproved such as acb otherwise? 

6. Have you resigned your will to God in troubles, 
necessities, sickness ? 
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7. Have you carefully avoided all kinds of impurity, 
and faithfully resisted thoughts of infidelity, distrust, 
presumption ? 

II. IN" KELA.TI01* TO YOUR NEIGHBOE. 

1. Have you disobeyed your superiors, murmured 
against their commands, or spoken of them contempt- 
uously? 

2. Have you been troubled, peevish or impatient when 
told of your faults, and not corrected them ? Have you 
scorned the good advice of others, or censured their pro- 
ceedings ? 

3. Have you offended anyone by injurious words 01 
actions, or given way to hatred, jealousy or revenge ? 

4. Or lessened their reputation by any sort of detrac- 
tion or in any matter of importance ? 

5. Have you formed rash judgments or spread any 
report, true or false, that exposed your neighbor to con- 
tempt or made him undervalued ? 

6. Have you, by carrying stories backward and for- 
ward, or otherwise, created discord and misunderstand- 
ing between neighbors ? 

7. Have you been froward or peevish towards any one 
in your carriage, speech or conversation ? 

8. Or taken pleasure to vex, mortify or provoke them r 

9. Have you mocked or reproached them for their cor- 
poral or spiritual imperfections ? 

10. Have you been excessive in reprehending those 
under your Care, or been wanting in giving them just 
reproof? 

11. Have you borne with their oversights and imper- 
fections, and given them good counsel ? 
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12. Have you been solicitous for such as are under 
your charge, and provided for their souls and bodies ? 

III. IK KELATION TO YOURSELF. 

1. Have you been obstinate in following your own 
will, or in defending your own opinion in things either 
indifferent, dangerous or scandalous? 

2. Have you taken pleasure in hearing yourself 
praised, or acted from motives of vanity or human 
respect ? 

3. Have you indulged yourself in too much ease and 
sloth, or anyways yielded to sensuality or impurity? 

4. . Has your conversation been edifying and moderate, 
or have you been f reward, proud, or troublesome to 
others ? 

5. Have you spent over-much time in recreation or 
useless employments, and thereby omitted or put off 
your devotions to unseasonable times ? 

6. Have you yielded to intemperance, rage, impa- 
tience or jealousy ?

I have violated thy holy com- 
mandments; I have infringed thy law ; all 
that might tend to make me pleasing to 
thy divine majesty I have employed so as 
to render myself guilty ; thoughts, words, 
actions, all that is mine or comes from me, 
I ought to refer to thy glory, since I am 
only placed in this world to love and obey 
thee.

Sickness 
is frequently the punishment of sin, and 
therefore a sincere repentance and con- 
fession is often a more effectual means of 
recovery than any other. 

If you have not already made your will, 
as in prudence you ought, let this also be 
done in the beginning of your sickness ; 
that so, having settled your temporal 
affairs, you may apply your soul without 
disturbance to the spiritual.
